College  of  iiusic  at  Temple  University,  Philadelphia.   Prof.  Knieter 
(pronounced  "Nyt.er")  is  a  nationally  known  proponent  of  the  inter- 
displinary  programs  in  the  arts,  and  is  a  consultant  to  many 
schools  and  universities  attempting  to  establish  such  curricula. 
His  talk  will  be  broadly  related  to  this,  but  with  particular 
attention  paid  to  the  present  state  of  music  education.   He  wel- 
comes discussion.   Edward  O'Connor  and  James  Eversole  from  the 
Music  Education  faculty  of  U.  Conn,  will  be  present  to  make  ad- 
ditional remarks  concerning  the  field  and  relevant  library  re- 
sources.

Hale  Smith, 
resident  composer  and  teacher  of  composition  at  U.  Conn,  will 
also  make  comments  regarding  his  experience  with  copyright.

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FALL  MEET  I  KG  SUMMARY.   The  fall  meeting  of  NEMLA  was  held  on  Saturday, 
October  28th,  1972  at  Brandeis  University,  Waltham,  Mass.  with  Music 
librarian  Michael  Ochs  as  our  host. 

The  morning  speaker  was  Charles  Sceger  who  addressed  himself  to  the 
theme  of  the  conference,  ethnomusicology.   What  Mr.  Seeger  actually 
imparted  was  his  personal  definition  of  the  term,  relative  to  the 
levels  of  sophistication  in  musicology  and  the  lingo-centered  view 
of  the  field  common  today.   He  distributed  a  chart  entitled  Biblio- 
graphy on  North  American  Indian  Music  and  offered  several  titles  and 
sources  in  the  field  of  ethnomusicology .   Mr.  Seeger* s  main  premise 
appeared  to  be  that  music  (ology)  is  handled,  too  frequently,  from 
the  outside  but  justice  can  be  done  only  from  the  inside.   In  his 
words,  "If  you  want  to  know  what  music  is  about,  you've  got  to  make  it." 

Prioi-  to  luncheon  in  the  Usdan  Student  Center,  Michael  Ochs  led  us  on 
a  tour  of  the  Goldfarb  Library. 

At  1:30,  Tony  Saletan,  a  well-known  Boston  figure  in  the  field  of 
folk  music,  briefly  discussed  the  kinds  of  materiel  which  should  be 
considered  for  honoring,  collecting,  preserving  and  maintaining  in  a 
form  which  is  accessible.   The  bulk  of  his  presentation,  however,  was 
devoted  to  entertaining  the  group  with  songs  of  New  England. 

A  panel,  chaired  by  James  Kimball  of  Wesleyan  University,  discussed 
materials  in  ethnomusicology.   Mr.  Kimball  was  assisted  by  Art  Schrae- 
der,  Curator  of  Music  at  Old  Sturbridge  Village,  and  Caldwell  Titcomb 
of  Brandeis  University.   Each  panel  member  talked  of  specific  areas 
beginning  with  Mr.  Kimball  who  concentrated  on  cataloging  problems 
which  arise  because  of  the  wideness  of  fields  encompassed.   He  main- 
tained that  traditional  L.C.  headings  are  too  general  today  and  are 
quite  outdated.   Mr.  Titcomb  directed  himself  primarily  to  the  public 
librarian  on  a  limited  budget  in  discussing:   1)  What  do  you  get? 
2)  How  to  pay?   3)  Wear  and  tear?   *t)  Why  do  it?   Suggestions  includ- 
ed recordings,  books,  films  and  slides.  He  strssed  the  need  for  music 
librarians  to  look  outside  our  own  western  art  tradition  and  broaden 
our  way  of  thinking  xipon  foil:  music  as  a  "lower  form  of  art".   Mr. 
Rchrader,  who  is  interested  in  "re-creating"  music  of  pi-imitive  farm 
life  in  New  England,  mentioned  many  sources  which  haven't  been  pro- 
perly indexed  and  preserved.   He  gave  credit  to  Evans  and  Sonneck  for 
treating  sheet  music  and  collections,  but  stressed  that  the  music  of 
the  poor  WASP  is  an  important  area  which  has  been  neglected. 

The  panel  presented  a  broad,  and  somewhat  esoteric,  exhibit  of  instru- 
ments, recordings,  tapes,  and  music,  along  with  a  basic  bibliography 
of  materials  in  the  field  of  ethnomusicology.  . 

A  sherry  hour  followed.

NOTATIONS  ON  ENCLOSED  MAP.   Route  195  is  the  major  approach  to  U.  Conn 
from  1-64. The  university  is  1.4  mi.  beyond  the  intersection  of  Hte.  195 
and  44A  on  195-   Take  a  left  hand  turn  at  the  third  traffic  light.  (The 
first  light  is  at  N.  Eagleville  Rd.  with  the  Community  Church  on  the  cor- 
ner; the  second  is  a  walk  light  for  pedestrians,  and  the  third  is  oppo- 
site Mansfield  Ave.  just  past  Mirror  Lake.)   There  will  be  a  blue  sign 
bearing  the  nase  of  the  Merlin  D.  Bishop  Continuation  Center  (37A  on  the 
campus  map),  7/here  our  meeting  will  be  held.   Parking,  contrary  to  the 
map,  is  available  behind  the  center. 

If  approaching  from  points  south  (via  Vvillamantic)  ,  take  the  third  traffic 
light  in  Storrs,  turning  right.  (The  first  light  is  at  S.  Eagleville  Rd.; 
the  second,  by  the  post  office;  and  the  third  opposite  Mansfield  Ave.).
